In their closing arguments the lawyers for 
the defecee laid great stress On the constant 
and violent denunciations of the Prince in the 
Marseillaise and other circumstances calcu- 
lated to exasperate the accused.

In 
this way Gen. GRANT was chosen by the 
Republicans. The scanty record he had 
was Democratic, but what of that? He 
was a necessity and they took bim, just as 
they had previously taken and just as they 
are still following the most ultra of all the 
old New England Democrats, BanJamin 
F. Burn Instances of this sort might 
be multiplied of all parties. But itis not 


necessary. 
The Deniocratic party of to-day is a 


perfectly distinct organization. It em- 
braces no element of the old lme Democ- 
racy that may not be acquiesced in by the 
sturdiest old line Whig. The measures 
that produced the conflicts of the past 
were either decided long ago or else they 
have disappeared from the minds of men. 
A wholly different series of issues has 
come upon the country, and, recognizing 
certain exigencies of the present, it is the 
mission ot the Democratic party to address 
iweli to them. But ior this it would be but 
a dead lion, and we might as well bury it. 
But tor this it could not combine, as it does, 
many of the best materials of all parties. 
But for this it could, not fepresent, as it 
secks to do, the conservatism of the whole 
country, which s simply s consolidation 
ot all peaceful elements against the war- 
like spirit of a still progressing, revolutiog- 
ary and lentious craving for agitation 
and change. A mission of this sort is a good 
mission ne matter how it is marshaled or 
by what ingredients it should be made up, 
or whichever name it may carry, and we 
seriously counsel the parties from whom 
we have taken the liberty of quoting the 
preceding illustrations, to read and to 
study a fable which they will find in the 
spelling bock of the venerable Noan 
Weseter, and which relates to a certain 
dog who crossed a stream bearing a bit ot 
meat, and what befell him. II this fable 
does not drop its moral in their minds it 
will at least refresh their orthography, and 
perhaps amuse them. 


Santo Domingo and Hayti. 

It is now proposed not only to annex 
Santo Domingo, but to follow up the 
project with the annexation of Hayti, 
with a view of securing Port-au-Prince. 
We have already shown what Santo Do. 
mingo is and has been; and a similar 
sketch of Hayti will, doubtless. be just as 
interesting to our readers. Within the 
last seventy years the Haytians have had 
abundant opportunities of expressing their 
political sympathies. 

They declared themselves independent 
in 1801, and chose for their chief the cele- 
brated Tovssarst L’Ouvertvure, who, 
although his memory has been somewhat 
too much glorified, really possessed many 
noble qualities. In 1802 San Domingo 
was again brought under subjection by 
the French, and the captured Toussaint 
was most cruelly done to death by the First 
NaPo.eon, in the horrible captivity of the 
fortress of Joux, in France. During the 
year 1803 the negroes again expelled the 
French, and made the ex-slave Desaa- 
Lines Emperor, with the title of James I. 
Two yearg afterwards the Emperor was 
assassinated, and his lieutenant, Cunts 
TOPHE, was placed at the head of affairs. 
In 1811 Cunisrorun became “King,” with 


the title of HAT I.; but one-half of the | 
island fell under the presidency of General | 
Petron, who was succeeded by General | 
Borer. In 1820 the troops revolted, and 


“King” Hexnyr I. committed suicide. 
Borer then became ruler of all Hayti, 
which was styled a republic, and acknowl. 
edged as such by England aad France; 
but in 1848 he was overthrown, and the 
Haytian republic became once more an 
empire, under the sway of the Emperor 
pour rire BovLovugue, with his “Prince 
Bono,” bis Marquis De ta Lrwonape,” 
and his “Marquis pe 14 GaALeEtTrTe.” 
Faverm I. was deposed in 1855, and, flee- 


| 


and yellow fiends that inhabit San 
Domingo. He was undeniably brave, aad 
the closing scenes of his career were 
bright enough to place the poor mulatto 
op n level with that undaunted son of the 
house of Harsspure who was slain at Que- 
retaro. He fought et desperate odds, tor 
the revolutionary party had long been pre- 
dominant—sa thing to be expected in a 
country where love of anarchy is normal 
and submission to any kind of lawtul au- 
thority is regarded as slavery in disguise. 

Annexation to the United States would. 
undeniably, save the island; for, with 
Yankee organization, the negroes would 
be very free indeed; but they would have 
either to work or to “clear out,” sad 
“clearing out” is a convertible term for 
gradual extermination. It is along way, 
however, trom the bay of Samana wo 
Port an Prince, and the leasehold of 1 
harbor in the Dominican republic is but a 
small step towards the soqguisition of the 
republic of Hayti. The Oonstitation of 
the United States precludes us from con- 
quering territory. We might, certainly, 
buy Hayti; but whe holds the title-deeds, 
and whe could legitimately sell the prop- 
exty? And, thes, to what profi? We 
have devilment enough on our hands just 
now w.thout Hayti.

The Orchard. 


Tas Fort Caor ror 1870.—The winter of 
1300-70 has been something warmer than the 
average mean temperature for a series of 
years. But it bas been less fickle in this re 
spect than usual in this climate; so that vece- 
tation, at this writing (the middle of March), 
cannot be considered torward. The peach 
aud apricot trult buds, which are the most 
reusitive to the action of heat of any kinds in 
the orchard, are somewhat swelled, poy | 
tbe apricot buds. Ou the night ofthe Bi 
February, the thermometer sunk to three de 
qrees above zero, aud killed most of the apri- 
cots, emartiy sorching the peaches, especially 
on limbs near the ground, and on very young 
trees. Exceptto that extent we think the 
fruit crop for 1870 is yet unbart, wiih the 
provebility of a late bloom, which lesseus the 
danger of Killing by spring frosts. 

April, in the orchard, should be a busy 
month. If additions are needed, or missing 
trecs need replanting, we thick such work 
may be done safely during the early part of 
April. And where pruning has been negiected 
or postponed, it may «till be performed with- 
out danger, especially pruniog with a design 
to relovigorate a tree, la which case the ef. 
tort should be to eucourage the development 
of wood, and relicve the circulation trom the 
— of too many spurs or frult buds. 

Shorteniog in outside branches is one way 
of encouraging wood growth, and ym 
water prout- on portion, of the top with suf- 
ficient open space around them to admit light 
end air is another.

There was a necro meeting at the coart 
house in thie city last Thursday night, and lis 
proceedings form ove of the most significant 
political signs of the times in this State. The 
meeting was conducted exclusively by negroes, 
and tLey una: inously, decidedly and mest 
emphatically ald down the law to their white 
Radical brethrev, aod so plainly aud squarely 
as tosdwit of no possible miscunstruction er 
misunderstanding. 

The sum total of a number of very credite- 
ble speeches by the muiatio orators of the 
occarion amounted to this, vis:
